received the following letter.

of the State gave thi« town his attention last 
week by having warrant* issued for five of 
otir merchants, und also staled that he would 
at a later period take out warrants for a 
much larger number; in fact, almost all the 
dealers in the town. 
Of the five cases llius 


far, all vinegar cases, one hud the Red Cross 
biand with a wiittuii guarantee as being 
perfectly pure; two had purchased from 
farmers, 
thinking that tbey would

doubtedly get the pure article oft a farm ; 
the fourth had bought trom a Trenton jobber 
na pure, and had not sold any of this brand 
before the the Inspector called, as he had 
just tapped the ban el. lie wished to know 
from him if his tester proved it pure, as lie 
would not offer it for bale otherwise. 
The 


answer he got was that he could sell it. The 
last case on the list, the dealer had bought j 
cider and allowed it to turn into vinegar. 
It was from three to four years old. 


Now, 
if the above cases are a fair sample 


of all the cases that have been brought 
agaiiiPt other pirties in vaiious parts of the 
Commonwealth, the victims are mostly in- 
nocent people, and the sooner the act is 
repealed or amended the butter. The 1 iw 
was coi tainly not enacted for persecution, but 
to potect (he consume! from the vile adult- 
tmitions which was in practico some fuw 
years ago, and where a dealer knowingly 
offers for sale an adulleiated article as pure 
I consider it a gross outrage that anyone 
sliould be arrested as a criminal, ami have 
the odium and disgrace, as well as the ex- 
pense, when be is doing all he can to obey 
the veiy letter of the law. 


JAMBS WitiRiir. 


Upon thercce'pt of this letter wo promptly 


wrote to Deputy Commissioner St-ebold, who 
had charge of the campaign in Bristol, in- 
closing the letter and requesting his side of 
the case. We are in receipt of Mr. Seebold's 
reply, which, at the request of Commissioner 
Wells, we do not publish in full The points 
of the letter which refer to Mr. Wright's 
communication, howevtr, are reproduced as 
follows :— 


"The mere fact that vinegar comes from 


fanners is no guarantee that it is pure cider 
vinegar. Some of it is made from 'water 
cider,' and in one instance a farmer procured 
distilled vinegar "from Philadelphia and 
mixed it with cider vinegar, selling the 
mixture as pure cider vinegar. I met one 
case where the dealer when searchingly 
questioned admitted that he put water in 
the cider vinegar purchased pure from the 
farmer." 


The Deputy Commissioner states that none 


of the vinegar secured from the five Bristol 
grocers referred to by Mr. Wright contained 
over 1J per cent, of cider vinegar solid, 
while the law requires 2 per cent. 


The most important of Mr. W right's state- 


ments was regarding the fourth dealer, 
whom the pure food officers arc accused of 
prosecuting after giving him permission to 
sell the vinegar. Of this Mr. Scebold says : 
('In regard to ttie fourth case leferred to, 
the statement made was that 'the at tide 
may be sold for vinegar, but should not be 
sold for cider vinegar,' and had it not been 
so represented the vinegar would liave been 
passed." This puts a decidedly different 
phrase on the matter.—Grocery World.

The Democratic party headed by Bryan

United States enter into the business of 
coining silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, regard- 
less of the fact that commercially the ratio 
of silver to gold is as 30 to 1. In 
other 


words, an ounce of gold will buy thirty 
ounces of silver, and no power on earth can 
make sixteen ounces of silver equal in 
worth to one ounce of gold. 


Suppose this business of coining money 


should belong to a corporation or a trust, 
and suppose the patrons of that trust sliould 
propose to coin dollars worth only fifty- 
three cents. What would the people say to 
it? How would they receive it? 
What 


would be their action towards such a degra- 
dation of the currency by a pestiferous 
trust? 
What would become of a political 


party that would favor it ? 
What kind of 


success would it have in attempting to sail 
into power? 


Think of a trust or corporation, privileged 


to coin money, and buying up silver bullion 
at the present ratio of thirty ounces of sil- 
ver to one ounce of gold, and coining 
it into dollars at a ratio of 16 ounces of 
silver to 1 ounce of gold, to an unlimited 
extent. It would create a universal howl. 
It would make the people madder than 
March hares, and they would straightway 
proceed to grind into fine powder the politi- 
cal party that would dare to be guilty of 
sustaining such a hideous proposition. 


And yet people are seriously asked to 


support a party and a platform and a candi- 
date having this identical end in view. 
They are deluded into the belief that it 
would be a good thing, as if any good could 
possibly inhere in such a gigantic swindle, 
except to those who would profit by it as 
profit Sows to fraud. 
They are persuaded 


that such a villainous trick, if adopted by 
the government, would prove a panacea for 
a thousand woes. 


The very thought of such a dastardly 


business is revolting. 
That which would 


be villainy on the part of the trust ought 
not to be accepted as a virtue if perpetrated 
by the government.

In 178') times were terrible in France. 


There was both an enormous public debt 
and deficit. There was no credit. Capital 
had'retired aud .-was hoarded. Business 
Stood bitlll., 


Men bogan to mutter that cheaper inonoy 


wasneonded. 


Tho trouble, they claimed, was a too 


finmll circulating medium, "tfive us more 
money. Give us good, soundpaper money." 
Nearly all the leading revolutionists said 
this. Even Mirabeau supported it. 


1 If ever there was a good plan for cheap 
mouey, they had it. It was as follows: 
. Franco had just confiscated the entire 
entatos of tho church. This wealth, ac- 
cumulated for 1,300 years, was 4,000,000,000 
'francs, one-third the wealth of tho nation, 
at yioldod a yearly income of 800,000,000 
francs. 


• The st atosmon wished to sell all this real 
(estate to tho people, both in order to ut- 
taoh the people to tho revolution and to 
'get money for tho state.

called ussiguats, of 
'100,000,000 
francs 


iiguinst this laud, bearing interest ut ii por 
cunt. 


Could any paper money bo better? The 


value of the laud ton times greater than 
the assl^'iiuts, and tho interest certain to 
retire them soon. 


True, wise men opposed it. Necker, the 


greatest fluaucior of that century and a 
trne patriot, nearly lost his life in show- 
lug Its folly. 


But oratory was all in its favor. The 


favorite argument was tho patriotic senti- 
ment, "France can afford to stand uloiie 
ftnd teach all Kuropo a lesson." 


The bold revolutionary leaders who had

watch mending when they tried ttteir 
leads at ttnuucu. 


The 40U,000,000 assignata wero, however

The nation was now inebriated with its 


cheap money. With each new issue there 
vere good tbnoti ior u few weeks; then 
came harder times und tho call for more 
uesiguatb. It was like a drunkard after 
euoh drink, 
'i'lio faster tho new issues 


came, tho shorter was the good feeling. 


Now bad signs appeared. 
1. Assiyuats dropped 10 por cent. States^ 


men tried to mond this by an address to 
tho people showing how wrong this was. 


2. Specie began to disappear. This was 


charged to British influence and to the 
greed of ^oldbug bankers. It was urged 
that a few might be hung for example. 
The real reason gold disappeared was that 
assiguats could be used and gold was 
more valuable. 


3. Prosperity stopped altogether. 
At 


first manufacturers had been stimulated, 
then the markets wore suddenly glutted, 
then factories shut down. Tho nerve of 
production was cut. Tlie statesmen put 
up tariffs. But the collapse went on. 


4. Uncertainty as to the future value of 


the ansignat checked all investment and 
excited slock gambling. Business dwin- 
dled to living from hand to mouth. Every- 
body was speculating. Louis Blanc says: 
"Commerce was dead; gambling took its 
place." 
.Money went to the cities; tho 


farmers no longer saw money. 


5. A vmt debtor class arose. It was to 


their interest to have the currency depre- 
ciate still more so they could pay their 
debts easier. They clamored for "more 
money." 


In December, 1791, 300,003,000 more as- 


Bignats were issued, making thus far 
2,100,000,(iOO. 


Now a new kind of financial theory was 


heard. "Depreciated currency," said the 
blattiersktto orators, "is a blessing. It 
keeps France from buying foreign articles. 
It keeps all our interests at home. Give 
us more money." 


So in April, 1792, 300,000,000 more were 


issued. 


Tho security had improved, for the es- 


tates of the emigrant nobility were confis- 
cated by the nation. 


Yet the asslgnats wont lower still, down 


to thirty below par. Finally payment was 
suspended to public creditors for all 
amounts over 10,000 francs. This was the 
first step of repudiation. 


Then capital indeed locked itself up. All 


that saved multitudes of men from starv- 
ing was lining drafted into the army to be 
•hot. 


Mora "circulating medium" was evi- 


dently needed, and in July, 1793, 300,000,

SILVER DOWN—WHEAT UK 


An Interesting little Fact That Should 


Mot be Forgotten. 


The recent sharp advance in wheat co- 


incident wiih a fall in silver is quite in 
lino with the experience of the last month 
and annihilates the theory that the price 
of silver is inseparably linked with the 
prices of farm products. 


Government assay bars fell to sixty-five 


and a half cents an ounce. At this price 
the bullion value of the silver in a stand- 
ard dollar is fifty and a half cents, so that 
if the advocates of free coinage were suc- 
cessful we would have a dollar worth 
about fifty cents. 


Every claim made by the silverites has 


boon promptly refuted by tho event. They 
pleaded for the passage of the Sherman 
law, asserting that the government's pur- 
chase of nearly 200 tons a month under 
;hat law—practically the entire product of 
ihls country—would advance the price of 
silver so that sixteen ounces would be 
equal to an ounce of gold. In other words, 
they said it would sell at $1.29 an ounce. 


When the law passed and purchases un- 


ler it began silver was fl.08 an ounco. 
After more than three years of steady gov- 
ernment buying when the law was re- 
lealed silver was seventy cents! Recently 
'he free coinage advocates have been as- 
mring the farmers that their wheat would 
continue to fall unless silver could be ad- 
vanced. What is the fact? Silver goes 
down because the demand is not equal to 
he supply, and wheat advances because 
he demand exceeds the supply.

" irmer must see that the prices of his pro- 
ducts are not dependent upon the fluctua- 
ilons of silver, but upon the some natural 
aws that govern all other commodities —

Laboring Men—First, Good Wages; Sec- 
ond, Sten.ly Employment; and Third, the 
Best Money In Circulation—The Conclu- 
sions on AHTheio Questions Demand the 
Triumph of McKinley, Protection anil 
Bound Money. 


There arc three things that always In- 


torost the In boring men, says tho Jeannette 
Dispatch. 
First, Rood wages; second, 


steady employment; third, the best money 
in circulation. In answer to the f roe silver 
argument we beg leave to quote tho prices 
paid to labor in a fow trades in countries 
on a gold basis nnd tho same labor also in 
countries on a silver basis. Tho statistics 
are taken from The World Almanac for 


I 1806, and tho same can bo found in the re- 


port of tho United States census: 


Bricklayers are paid per weolc in the 


gold basis countries as follows: New 
South Wales 810.82; Victoria, $14.60; Bra- 
zil. $7.HO; Belgium, $4.B8; Denmark, $7; 
France, $7.5J; Germany, ¥4.21; England, 
17.58; Scotland, J7B5; United States, 
131.18, and Ontarla, ?18. In the following 
countries on a silver basis the nrages for 
bricklayers lire: 
Austria,| 88.58 (in 1884); 


Quito, $1.44; Russia, 84.31; Mexico, «10; 
Venezuela, £9; Japan, $3.40. As tho silver 
money in each of these countries is worth 
only about 50 per cent, of the value ol 
gold the rc'ader can judge for himself 
whether or not a free silver basis is con- 
ducive of hinh wages. This is but one ex- 
ample of the various employments taken 
to show the relative wages paid. 


Now consider the second question of 


steady employment. The cry four' years 
ago was, glvo us a chance at the markets 
of the world and we will give steady em- 
ployment to our laboring men. Has such 
been tho OBSO? Is not the same tariff 
policy to be pursued by the Democratic 
party? It seems from the hard times of 
the last four years the markets of the 
world have Cotton a chance at us. With 
more depositors in tho banks than ever 
before In the history of onr country, does 
It go to show that hard times is brought 
about by the scarcity of money? 


The argument that scarcity of money 


never brought about good times is cer- 
tainly truo, but tho opposite is equally 
truo that gaud times never brought ubout 
a scarcity of money. If tho money of our 
country today was put into circulation 
Bud not hoarded up through fear there 
would be no talk about scarcity of money. 
As to the third question, the dollar of to- 
day is equally good among all classes. No 
one would ask for anything more. 
Its 


parity is never questioned. Then why re- 
sort to cxpon ment, ns tho people did four 
years ago? Tlio voters of this country will 
listen no further to theory; they want 
facts. -

Yollowcluyns a daily food is what many 


of tlio people of Wintton county, Ala., live 
and thrive on. 
Tim cotinty of Winston is 


111 the northwestern portion ol tho stuto 
mid is sparsely settled, its population being 
poor and appearing to bo eking out a more 
existence. It is only within tho past few 
years that tho amount of taxcq collected 
from tho entire county amounted to $1,000. 
Until 18S8 Winston wns 40 miles from the 
nwirest railroad and the county courthouse 
20 miles farther. 
Houses of worship and 


tlioso for educational piirposos are fow and 
far between. A majority of Winston's pop- 
ulation live in small log cabins of the 
rudest kind and oko out a miserable exist- 
ence by farming, hunting and fishing. 


Thulr farms, or patches, as they coll 


them, are small clearings around their 
en bins and are seldom more than a few 
noros in extent. Their "crap," us they iu- 
vnriably say, consists of corn, poas and po- 
tatoes, and u fow who are fortunate enough 
to o\vii a horso aterapt to raise a little cot- 
ton. 
Tlio land is very poor, and, as tho 


crops receive little work, tho yield is al- 
wnys snuill. A few hogs are raised, but 
tho majority depend on tho country stores 
for tho fow strips of bacon they eat during 
tho yoar. Hero in this county, though, 
tho moonshine stills flourish as tho green 
bay tree. In almost every cave and on ev- 
ery little brook among tho hills maybe 
found a still whoso undertaker's delight is 
produced by the solt light of tho moon and 
whoroUnclo Sam fails to got his pull down 
of 00 cents on tho gallon. Those people are 
too far from market to sell their corn for 
money, hut they can convert it into good, 
straight liquor, carry it in kegs or jugs to 
tho moro thickly settled neighborhoods a 
fow miles away and obtain a few dollars 
in money, HOIHO tobacco, coffee and snuff 
for tho women folks. 
Men, women and 


children arc all slaves to the tobacco habit. 
Tho women chow, smoko and dip snuff, 
but "dipping" is generally n Sunday lux- 
ury, as emiff is hard for them to get. 


The interior of the cabin of the clny cat- 


er is rude in tho extreme. It is usually 
built of small pine logs, from which tlio 
bark is sometimes removed. There are no 
windows, and sometimes only one door. 
In winter tlio cracks between the logs aro 
filled with rags and clay or thin boards 
nailed over them from tlio outside. 
In 


summer these cracks aro opened in order 
to allow plenty of frosh air to cuter. There 
fire no pH'tui'cs on the walls, no ornaments 
of any kind, and often no furniture worthy 
of the name. 
Of those are bedsteads, and 


they aro of tho crudest kind, made by the 
Jiend of the family with no other tools 
than a saw, ax and hammer. 


THE MOHAMMEDAN M££jfalAh. 


His Coming Will Be Foretold by Sixty 


Forerunners. 


According to tradition, snys The Con- 


temporary Review, the truo Mahdi will be 
preceded by (JO forerunners—John Baptists 
nr Kliases—called babs (bab means the 
door through which enters tho Messiah). 


As'arule those holy personages—ulomns, 


or descendants of tho prophet, who end by 
sotting up themselves as the Messiah—be- 
gin by calling themselves only babs, or 
doors, and if they moot with success nnd 
are accepted they then pose as the actual 
Muhdi. 


As to tho biibism of recent times, this is 


its simple origin: About 50 years ago a 
young native of Sliiraz named Mirza AH 
Mohammed was the favorite pupil of a 
celebrated shika, who was looked upon as 
a sort of bab, or forerunner of tho Mohdi. 
After ho died Ins young pupil, Mirza All 
Mohammed, announced himself as also a 
bab. 
He was soon surrounded with dis- 


ciples. His popularity alarmed the reign- 
ing shah. Ho was arrested and kept in 
prison for some time, but as his followers 
increased in number the ulemas thought 
it prudent to condemn him to death by 
torturo. The subsequent massacre of the 
babs is a matter of recent history. Tho 
.babs that were loft, inspired by a thirst 
for vengeance, now plotted the assassina- 
tion of the shah, and each attempt has 
been followed by more bab massacres. 
Now you have the key of the situation. 
The late shah succumbed at last to one 
of these assassins, who had unsuccessfully 
attempted his destruction several times 
before. 
The bab, young Mirza, wns not 


a highly educated person, but very proud 
nnd of Irreproachable life. 
He was not 


otherwise remarkable, but possessed of a 
strange faculty of writing with extreme 
speed (you would call it rnediumistic writ- 
ing, an accomplishment considered mirac- 
ulous by our adepts). Still, he wrote little 
about his doctrine or his person, but after 
liis death his apostles made a Mahdi of 
him, 
and from that to adivino incarnation 


was a step easily acconiplshed, as we have 
seen illustrated in your own Christian re- 
ligion. To Mahdism were soon joined 
mysticism and pantheism, which have al- 
ways dominated tho xjliilosophio instincts 
of tlio Iranian people. If you want to un- 
derstand present "Persian politics, you must 
bear in mind that Iranin. (Persia) has al- 
ways been and is now full of Beets like 
balnsm, which are colled Soufl hakem, 
fehcikhi babis, etc.

Toung Men Casting Their First Ballot 


Will Perform a Duty to Their Country 
by Voting for McKlnley and Sound 
Money—Tho Paeos of History Prove 
That Cheap Money Moan» Cheap People 
and a Cheap Country. 


There Is every reason to predict that the 


great contest for the preservation of pub- 
lic credit has already been won, as tho evi- 
dences of the demoralization and collapse 
of the silver movement accumulate on all 
sides. 
This appeal to young voters Is 


made, therefore, loss for the cause of Bound 
money than for their own sake. An error 
of judgment upon assuming the responsi- 
bilities of citizenship may be the source of 
regret throughout life. 


The SJklladelphla Record speaking of 


this says: 


"Many a man lived to deplore the want 


of reflection and the inexperience that be- 
trayed him into the Know Nothing party. 
When too late, he learned that such a 
secret political organization, in its spirit 
as well as in its aims, was hostile to the 
tolerant genius of American institutions. 
He was not long in discovering that the 
leaders who secretly controlled the move- 
ments of tho party were mostly men who 
had failed in political life and were in the 
employment of little public consideration. 
Before the organization had dissolved he 
had discovered that its members, himself 
among the rest, wore objects of political 
distrust; for men do not readily forgive 
others for the same errors which they com- 
mit themselves. More than one public 
man could be named who in later life 
found difficulty in recovering entirely 
from the reproach of Know Nothmgigm. 


"Later, when the civil war arose, many 


Indiscreet youths in the north, as well as 
men of mature years who should have 
know«-rius*ef, did not make much effort 
to conceal their want of sympathy for the 
cause of the Union. Much of this was dne 
to tho spirit of party, and much, doubt- 
less, to n genuine abhorrence of war and 
slaughter. But from a position of neu- 
trality many of these men 
gradually 


drifted into active sympathy with seces- 
sion, and some of them into acts closely 
bordered upon treason. The sinister epi- 
thot of "copperhead" clung to them for 
years after the close of the civil war, and 
marked a political offense which very seri- 
ously interfered with their social and po- 
litical usefulness. 


"Thesa are among the most striking ex- 


amples o£ the evil personal consequences 
of political offenses in this country. His- 
tory has been defined as philosophy 
teaching by example; and those nations 
and individuals that have the best mem- 
ories make the fewest political mistakes. 
But, in spite of the lessons of experience 
which the world lias been garnering for 
BOO years, a party in this country is con- 
tending for the mastery in order to try a 
monetary experiment which the voice of 
history has pronounced disastrous.

Pole and Needle. 


According to Professor Patterson of the 


coast sur\ey tho reason why the needle 
points in a northerly direction is because 
tho earth in itself is a magnet, attracting 
the magnetic ueeillo as the ordinary mag- 
nets do, tho earth being also a magnet as 
the result of certain cosmical facts, much 
affected by the action of the sun. 
These 


Jaws have periodicities, all of which have 
not as yet beui determined. A condensed 
explanation accepted in regard to tho nee- 
dle pointing to the northward and south- 
ward is that the magnetic poles of the 
earth do not coincide with the geographical 
polo';—that is, the axis of rotation makes 
an angle of about 23 degrees with a line 
joining the former, and hence the needle 
does not everywhere point to the astro- 
nomical north, and is constantly variable 
within certain limits. Thus, at tho north- 
ern magnetic pole, a balanced needle points 
with its north end downward in a plumb 
lino, while at San Francisco it dips about 
03 degrees, and at the southern magnetic 
pole the south end points directly down. 
The action of the earth upon a magnetic 
needle at its surface is of about the same 
force as that of a hard steel magnet 40 
inches long and strongly magnetized at a 
distance of one foot. No ultimate reason 
can be given of tlio fact in nature that the 
needle points to the northward and south- 
ward.

Putting aside 


this preposterous ratio, as well as the dan 
gerous threat in the platform to prohibl 
the treasury from keeping a gold reserv< 
for the payment of public debts, the qnes 
tion is whether this country can maintain 
!n circulation gold and silver coinage in 
unlimited quantities at any fbced loga 
ratio. Innumerable attempts of this kinc 
have been made by various nations, am 
they have all proved failures. Not one 
authentic example of the success of such 
an experiment can be adduced. 


"The silvtuites assume that the fixed 


legal ratio of the metals in coinage gov- 
erns the relative value of the metals in 
the market; instead, the reverse of this is 
the truth. In proof of this truth the coin 
which is underrated invariably disap- 
pears, and the overrated coinage remains 
in circulation. This is in accordance 
with the universal law that 'the worst 
form of currency in circulation regulates 
the valus of the whole, and drives out of 
circulation all other forms of currency.' 
In order to avert the mischiefs arising 
from violation of this law by attempting 
to adjust the fixed legal ratio to the per- 
petually varying market value of the 
metals the advanced nations have finally 
adopted one metal (gold) only as the 
standard, and issue other coins as subsi- 
diary to this standard. But the Populists 
vainly imagine that they can overthrow 
the natural law to which the nations 
have rendered obedience. 


"Again, they assume that whatfree coin- 


age could not accomplish in all preceding 
ages It can accomplish in the nineteenth 
century.

But obcuh- 
ism pure and .simple is a desire for re- 
venge, and in practice affords a moans rf 
attaining it. 
The colored puoplo of thoe-o 


parts aie the poorest and at tho same time 
the most independent in tho world. They 
have little, but their nnuts are few. The 
obeah man is always raihor smarter than 
his companions. Ho is bright enough ta 
see an easy way to provide himself with a 
few luxuries, and he must be able to make 
his comrades believe in him. The obeah 
man is in no sense a priest or spiritual 
guide. Ho is n compounuor of poisons, 
and at this he -is ordinarily only too skill- 
ful. 
Ho has no temple and protends to no 


aaored rites beyond a few simple incanta- 
tions which ho adds for effect. 
He works 


ns much as any of his companions, either 
on his own little place or on tho neighbor- 
ing estate, nnd ho does not often even pre- 
tend to have inherited powers from nn an- 
cestor. Ho picks up the trade/ancl in u 
small way makes it profitable. 


It is an easy matter for any ordinarily 


bright iiOgro to establish a locnl reputa- 
tion as an obcnh man. He provides him- 
self with some of tho stock belongings of an 
obeah man — three white roosters' heads 
among the first — and drops a sly hint hero 
and there. Ouoof his neighbors has injured. 
him, perhaps, and the neighbor's chickens 
suddenly dio or his donkey falls serious- 
ly ill. A little homemade poison does it, 
and if ho i« smart there is no clanger of his 
being caught. His companions begin to 
regard him with awe and to fear him. 
From that moment ha is a recognized 
oboah man. 


The oboah mnn usually takes the pro- 


oantion to know hiq victim before, ho prac- 
tices his diabolical arts on a white plant- 
er, As a rulo the hitler is too intelligent 
to bavo any four of tho supernatural pow- 
ers to which ho lays tlnun, though ono 
and all unito in fearing his poisons, and 
poisoning isa much easier matter for trop- 
ical negroes than orfe might imagine, by 
reason of tho many poisonous vinos, plants 
and roots with which the experience oil 
generations has made them laniiliar. Then 
the mniiuor of kcoplni; the sfcssS^Or-cna- 
household helps tho oboah man consider- 
ably. Every honao has its big porous earth- 
on jar, in which tho drinking water is 
kept and through wliioh it gradually 
trickles into n smaller jar beneath. A 
handful of brinvilllerq leaves dropped into 
the water jar will in a few days put an 
end to a wholo family. It is not hard to 
have thoso loaves put into tho water, be- 
cause tho obeah mnn knows -all tho serv- 
ants in the house, and some of them are 
very likely to have put themselves in his 
powor and must do as lie tells thorn. 
Whether they arc in his powor or not, thoy 
aro all very much afraid of him. A plant- 
er has bean known, when tho woll known 
indications appear, to go direct to the 
obcuh man, pound nearly all the daylight 
out of him and have him arrested and kept 
in prison to cool his hools until ho has 
learned discretion in his dealings. But 
many others, out of regard for thoir own 
families and 
far fear tho obonh 
man 


should go to oxtivnio lengths in his hanky 
panky tricks uncl prison them all off, 
make a point of compounding for their 
offense. 


Soy a plantation hand bus a griovanco 


against a partuailar planter Tor 'uisnharg- 
ing him •without cause. Ho goes 'to an 
obeah man, nnd in » day or two tho own- 
er of tho plantation walks out to his gate 
and finds lying in ills ruth, three white 
roosters' hc;ids. He knows thnt they mean 
mischief. 
Ho knows, too, that they will 


not bo alone, and ho looks about, and 
soon sees an empty bottle hanging from, a 
neighboring (,reo. It is a hint that the bot- 
tle is intended to catch his shadow, a seri- 
ous warning that must not go unheeded. 
Does he send for tlio police? Nothing of 
the kind. Remember that his family have 
lived for generations among these obeah 
workers and havo somo fear of them. 
He 


has seen Biioh warnings before and knows 
that unless he nets quickly the conse- 
quences will bo serious. 


His first stop is to find out whom ho has 


offended. He remembers the, incident of 
tho mnu who was discharged and sends 
for "him. He does not know how deadly 
tho grudge may ha. His own life, tho lives 
of all bis family, maybe at stake. The 
water jurs must bo emptied and cleaned, 
for thoy may contain poison. All the food 
must bo carefully -watched by some trusty 
servant, but thoseivants are all negroes, 
and he does not know whom he can trust. 
Tiro milk must ulso be wutohod "from tho 
mpmcnt it leaves tho cows until it roaches 
the table. Ho knows himself .to bo in dan- 
ger every moment from poison, and until 
ho has paid off tho wages duo to the dis 
charged laborer and made him a present 
the planter is not comfortable In his mind 
He docs not care to prosecute the oboah 
man, 
because it would he useless. If there 


aro any witnesses at all, they are colorec 
neoplo who are for moro afraid of the 
obeah man than of the law and could no 
be made to testify truly. Then possibly 
he feels a littlo dread of the oboah man 
himself — such is the force of association 
— Pall Mall Gazette.
